This ruthless hoarding of gold has decreased the specie dollars in cir- 
culation and has had its corresponding effect upon the credit dollars, 
Accordingly we have had a ‘stringency,’ commencing with the out- 
break in the Balkans, which presaged the clash, and culminating in 
the financial dead stop which closed the stock exchanges and arrested 
the circulation of money credits at the outbreak of the world war. 
Now, however, they are into it to the limit of the capacity of 
every country involved, and the treasure hoarded up against the day 
musi be wheeled out. This will mean a new and tremendous flow of 
gold put into circulation through the war offices. Credit money, upon 
which the world’s business is done in times of peace, cannot be res- 
tored to its place until peace has been consummated, and quite possibly 
until long after, and for this reason it cannot be expected that the pro- 
jects which it has been the habit of countries such as Canada to under- 
take on borrowed money can be carried forward to anything like the 
extent that has been the habit of the past few years. But the demand 
for the primary products which the war entails is due to bring out a 
circulation in Europe of coin money such as has not been known in 
the world’s commerce for centuries. Speaking broadly, the war ma- 
chinery now being used up was bought and paid for some time since 
out of the proceeds of borrowings on bonds. This was not done with 
gold, but with credit; the gold being held in reserve awaiting the day. 
The things which this gold must buy are the foodstuffs which are the 
. product of Canada’s basic industry. Millions and hundreds of millions 
of this gold must eventually find its way to Canada—the size of the 
aggregate being entirely dependent upon Canada’s ability to produce. 
If Canada had wheat enough she could corner most of the gold 
supply of the world. 


THE ABOLITION OF THE 
SECRET TREATY. 

One thing at least this war will achieve; in fact, has already 
achieved. It will abolish for all time the secret diplomacy which has 


bedevilled Europe for centuries and led to countless wars with incal- 
culable and inhuman slaughter. Already we see the evidences of this 
change in the sentiments of governments when the allies announce to 
the world their agreement to make the conclusion of peace only when 
all are prepared. 

Toward this outcome for the abolition of the secret treaty Wil- 
Yam Jennings Bryan and President Wilson have done so much as to 
put the world under a debt of gratitude to them. In the relations of 
United States with Great Britain, with Mexico and with Turkey, they 
have given to the public the fullest account of the prog 
as they transpired. Subsequent developments have proven the wis- 
dom of this course, most especially in view of the fact that the presi- 
dent holds in his hands as complete power for peace or war as d 


practise conferred upon the king, 

rhe greater safety in complete publicity with regard to interna- 
tional relationships is manifest. Undoubtedly in the secret under- 
Standings which existed between Germany and Austria there were 
many pledges which, had they been known to the populace In time 
of peace, would have cost the monarchs their thrones. Yet these 
secret understandings were what ultimately precipitated the war.

Like Rampolla, the new pope belongs 
to a very ancient family, having In- 
herited the title of Marquis della Chiesa 
from a long line of ancestors. Whereas 
Rampolla belonged to the aristocracy 
of Sicily, the new pontiff is a member 
of the patriciate of Genoa, where the 
name of his family has figured for 
many centuries in the Golden Book of 
what was once the Republic of Genoa, 

Like Rampolla too, he is disposed to 
silence rather than to speech, and con- 
veys the impression of never speaking 
without having duly considered before- 
hand just what he wants to say, He is 
very self-contained and unemotional, 
more so perhaps than any prelate now 
living belonging to a church the discre- 
tion and reserve of the members of 
which have achieved a world wide 
fame. He may safely be relied upon to 
exercise the same wonderful care and 
patient consideration that Leo XIIL, was 
wont to give to his decrees before issu- 
ing them, and there will be no necessity 
in his case of having to explain away 
the terms of an encyclical, 48 Cardinal 
Merry del Val was obliged to do on one 
occasion during the reign of Pius X., 
in the case of Germany. 

Will Consult Senators, 

Then, too, Benedict XV., having been 
so long a prelate of the curla, may be 
counted upon to restore to the sacred 
college its attributes as senate of the 
church, Pius X., especially during the 
latter part of his reign, rarely consult- 
ed its members, and they were atrord- 
ed no opportunity to fulfill their func- 
tions as senators of the papacy. The 
powers and the auth@Mty that should 
have belonged to them were gradually 
centered in the hands of cardinals de 
Lal, a Venetian like Pius X., and Car- 
dinal Merry del Val. The result of this 
was to unite the other Italian mermpers 
of the sacred college into a very strong 
and powerful opposition to the policies 
of the late Pontiff, which included even 
those members who were indebted to 
him for their red hats. 

What his attitude toward the Italian 
government is likely to be may be in- 
ferred from the fact that one of his 
brothers is an admiral and another a 
captain of the royal navy, and that the 
blessings which he bestowed upon the 
troops who left for the war in Tripoli 
and who returned at its close were 
characterized by the most ringing pa- 
triotism. His relations, too, with the 
Italian authorities at Bologna have 
been signalized by a _ considerable 
amount of friendliness, and it is im- 
probable, therefore, that there will be 
any change in the modus vivendi be- 
tween church and state that has exist- 
ed, to the advantage of both, for some 
time past. 

The question is asked as to what the 
meaning is of the new pope's selection 
of the title of Benedict XV., and wheth- 
er there are any political inferences to 
be drawn therefrom. Perhaps the rea- 
son for his choosing this title is that 
the last Cardinal Archbishop of Bo- 
logna was Benedict XV., who died in 
1758. Like Benedict XV., he was re- 
markable for his incisive intellect, for 
his profound knowledge of foreign poll- 
tics, and for his experience of the work 
of the Roman curia in several import- 
ant capacities. He was also famous for 
his cheerfulness and his wit, and his 
reign was so efficient, so popular, and 
80 successful in every way that it con- 
stitutes an excellent augury for that 
of Benedict XV.
